Tkvyou know that if you have 
a child between the ages of seven 
and sixteen that you are obliged, 
under the law, to send it to 
-school? Section 267a of the Ken- 
tuchy Statutes provides that pa- 
rents or guardians who have 
children in their custody or con- 
trol must send them to school 
regularly all the time during the 
school year. Children 
be sent to a public, private, | horses and cattle, 
or parochial school, for a full 
term equal in length to the foil 
term of the public school in the 
district in which the child re- 
-sides. "Any parent, guardian 
•or any other person having the 
•custody, control or supervision 
Of any child embraced within 
the provision of this act, who 
*shall fail to comply with the 
'provisions of this act, shall be 
deemed guilty of misdemeanor, 
i»nd upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined in any sum not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the county 
jail for a period not exceeding 
fifty days. Or both so fined and 
imprisoned, in the discretion 
the court.— Ex.

When a woman purchases splO 
worth of woolen dress goods, $4.87 
represents the value of the goods 
and |S. II the amount of the 
tariff. 

This is because of the I'ayne- 
Aldrich ad valorem tariff of 105 
pet cent. Or in other words, on 
each $1 worth of woolen dress 
-duds imported, the Payne-Al- 
drich law levies a tax of $1.05. 
The consumer must pay the $1 
value and the $1.05 tariff, or $2.05 
for one dollar's worth of goods. 

This is hut one of a thousand 
illustrations that could be sub- 
mitted to show how the tariff af- 
fects the cos'' of living. 

Here is another sample illus- 
tration for the tariff arithmetic 
class, which is composed of some 
90,000,000 American consumers, 
ail of whom are more or less dis- 
satisfied with the awful increase 
in prices: 

A suit of clothes having an im- 
port price of $10, and which costs 
an Englishman $10 when ready 
to put on, all wool and tailor 
made, pays at the custom house 
an ad valorem tariff of 80 per 
cent or $8 per suit, making the 
suit cost the American when it 
is put on $18 disregarding traus- 
portation and retail profits. 

Another comparison : An Eng- 
lish woman carpeting a room 18 
foot square with ingrain carpet 
two ply would use 30 yards at a 
dollar a yard Hat, or would pay 
<•'■'•>'<. An American woman us- 
ing the same carpet would pay 
*23.70 tariff at the custom house, 
which would make the carpet 
cost her $59.7(1.

Those who approve of the sent- 
iments of such genuine progres- 
sives as Victor Murdock of Kan- 
sas will be disappoiyteu if they 
expect that the Republican par- 
ty proper has any intention of 
carrping out such ideas. This is 
made plaiu in the Republican 
text book issued by the Republi- 
can congressional committee. The

publicans as being Simon-pure 
Republicanism. As the Demo- 
cratic oampaigu book accepts tne 
sentiments of many of the genu- 
ine progressive Republicans as 
being truiy Democratic, it would 
seem that the surest way to se- 
cure progressive legislation would 
be by voting the Democratic 
ticket. 

In spite of anything the pro- 
gressives can do or say, Cannon- 
ism and Republicanism are syn- 
onymous. The record of the last 
Congress proves this beyond suc- 
cessful contradiction. Page 8,- 
490 of the Congressional Record 
shows that on March 19 a resolu- 
tion v»as reported providing for 
unteating Cannon as speaker. 
Of the entire Republican mem 
bership only the following nine 
voted to unseat C tnnon : Mur- 
dock of Kansas; Cooper, Cary, 
Nelson and Lenroot of Wiscon- 
sin; Lindburgh and Davis of 
Minnesota, Poindexter of Wash- 
ington and Gronna of North Da- 
kota. Thus it is undi8putable 
that Cannonism dominates all 
but one twenty-fourth of the Re- 
publican party. This is the ans- 
wer we get by dividing 219, the 
total Republican membership of 
the House, by 9, the number of 
Republicans who voted to unseat 
Cannon. 

Even if every one of the genu- 
ine progressive Republican con- 
gressional candidates is elected, 
Cannonism will MtfB in the 
House of Representatives if that 
body has a Republican majority.

A $5,000,000 ship subsidy grab 
and a central government bank 
are two good bets in the event of 
the next House of Represauta- 
tives retaining its present Re- 
publican majority. If the House 
is Democratis it is an v equally 
good bet that special privilege 
will be disappointed on both 
propositions.

Elected Kentucky Jcdje. 

While a member of the iouse of 
Rt-pieseutativts Air. P..y:iter was 
elected a Judi,e of the Keiitu :ky l oan 
of Appeals for a lerrrt of el^lit years, 
and was rt-Cected for unotl er term, 
sen- dp altogether twelvf ycrs on 
tbzt uench. wlten he \;ia gi.en bis 
i Kioot •<•'>' 'n fie 1'nlted St tie Si n 



ate by the voters of the state. 

During his first term on the bench 
the greatest question, perhaps, which 
came up was decided by the court of 
appeals. It was whether the banks of 
tlx- £^te haJ i... 
with the state that exempted them 
from the payment of county and mu- 
nicipal raxes. 

The court stood tow for the Irrevoc- 
able contract and three against. Judge 
Paynter wrote the dte^entlng opinion 
that they did not have an Irrevocable 
contract and were subject to the same 
tax as any other tax-payers were com- 
pelled to pay. In IB months afterward 
bis dissenting opinion was made the 
opinion of the court which overruled 
fea previous opinion. The supreme 

coect of the Undted States sustatcej 
Judge Paynter's view of the law. 

Judge Paynter was elected to th« 
Senate for the term commencing 
Aiarch 4, 1907, and waa formally sworn 
in in December of that year, when he 
actively entered upoa the discbarge 
of his duties In the upper branch ol 
Congress. At the very beginning he 
took part in the discussion upon the 
financial bill. During his first session 
be vigorously urged the passage of a 
law to relieve growers from the tax 
on leaf tobacco sold by hand. The 
Senate had steadily refused to give 
them any relief. 

The next year during the extra ses- 
sion called by President Taft for the 
special purposes of revising the tariff 
the matter was again under discussion 
in the Senate, and Senator Pay nut 
made a strong and what proved later 
to be a convincing argument for the 
proposition. He also urged before 
the Democratic caucus that this rellei 
should be given the growers of tobac- 
co in Kentucky and In the other states 
in which the staple Is produced. His 
fellow Democrats assured him they 
would be solid for the proposition and 
they were, and with some Republican 
support it went through, and the Re 
publican leaders had to submit. The 
relief finally came, though not as full 
aa had been hoped for. 

Senator Paynter participated from 
time to time in the tariff debate during 
the special session, and throughout the 
long contention never cast a vote for 
an increase of duty upon any article, 
but voted always to levy and collect 
duties upon a revenue basis. 

Assigned to Judiciary Commute. 

It la considered a high 
for any one to bo assigned to 
ship on the Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate. Most of the lawyers in 
the Senate hope sooner or later to get 
a place on this committee. Many of 
the newer Senators have aspirations 
In this direction, but they are not se- 
lected even when their chances appear 
to be good. After serving only two 
sessions the Democratic Steering Com- 
mittee and the Republican Committee 
on Committees unanimously decided 
to increase the membership of the Ju- 
dlclasy Committee in order to give 
Senator Paynter a place on It. It waa 
as unusual a compliment as it was a 
flattering one tbat the Kentucky Sen- 
ator bad extended to him. 

Among many other pieces of legis- 
lation Senator Paynter has been prom- 
inently connected with the following 
as may be cited aa evidences of his ac- 
tivity: 

He aided in passing a child's labor 
bill for the District of Columbia, in- 
tended to be something of a model for 
the rest of the country. 

Work Against Loan Sharks. 

He assisted in passing a bill to pro- 
tect the people of the city of Washing- 
ton against the loan sharks of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and secured amend- 
ments to prevent future extortion. Un- 
der the provisions of the measure 
passed by the Senate the rate of inter- 
eat was heavily reduced, penalties 
were prescribed and the mak ng ol 
contracts was regulated. 

Employers' Liability Act 
Ho secured the adoption ol an 
amendment to the employers' liability 
bill, conferring concurrent Jurisdiction 
upon state and federal courts. An Im- 
portant provision of t ie bill Is that 
when an action is brought in a stats 
court it oan not be removed to a fed- 
eral court, but must be tried there. 

Concerning this amendment Senator 
Hale said: 

"Thin la a noteworthy advance in 
the direction of maintaining the con- 
stantly dwindling force of stale Juris 
diction and state control. So, for one 
I believe in every for in of litigation 
that will preserve the right of the 
states, the right, as I believe, as origi- 
nally contemplated by the framors ol 
the constitution. I congratulate the 
senate upon having taken the first 
•top In the right direction." 

Spoke on Railroad Bill. % 
Senator Paynter participated in the 
debate during the present session on 
the railroad rat* bill, and spoke sev 
era] times on varloua Important que* 
tlons ar:sing while it was under con- 
sideration. 
He offered angler amendment that 



provided that when a rate went into 
effect and the rrticeMnrt f*" r' or> '* of 
the railroad to increase the rale was 
In litigation the railroad company, un- 
til tt wna ftptti*vt. should plvo the ship- 
per a receipt showing me amount 
paid under the Increased rate, and 
what It would have been under the 
old rate; and if it was finally found 
that the old rate should stand then 
the carrier should pay to the party 
paying the freight rate the difference 
between the old and the increased 
rate, and It should be paid at the of- 
fice of the carrier where it was paid, 
upon presentation of the receipt or 
biH of lading, thua avoiding litigation 
or adjustment of accounts. 

This clause in the railroad bill, and 
which Senator Paynter offered, was 
passed unanimously by the senate. 
On the Bribery Committee. 

Senator Paynter la a minority mem- 
ber of the mwcial committee appointed 
by the Senate to Investigate the 
bribery charges In connection with the 
elect'on of Senator William Lorimer 
of Illinois. The investigation will be 
commenced at Chicago September 10 
next, and la looked forward to with 
keen Interest In political circles all 
over the country, owing to the start- 
ling and in some respects sensational 
allegations that have been made. Two 
other Democrats win serve on this 
committee with the Kentucky Senator. 
They are Senators Frazier, of Tennes-
